Importation from Great Britain or from
the United States, It Is hardly reansons
able to expoot that British manufaoe
turers will be able to take advantage of
the present opportunity. On the other
hand, It would not be surprising if ime
ports from the mother country, which

amounted to $150,646,356 last year, nhould
be temporarily curtalled.”
